Detroit, July 17.—Attention of 
companies operating under the 
Automotive Parts and Equipment 
Manufacturers code is called to a 
ruling by the NRA that all com- 
panies operating printing estab- 
lishments of their own, wherein 
the printing done is not an in- 
tegral part of the finished prod- 
uct produced by the company 
must operate such portions of 
their plant in accordance with 
the rules of Graphic Arts Code. 

A bulletin issued to all mem- 
bers of the APEM industry points 
out that this ruling unless re- 
scinded applies to mimeograph 
machines as well as other ac- 
cepted printing machinery. The 
decision reads as follows: 

“Where a company operates a 
printing plant in connection with 
its business and the printing or 
graphic arts work done in such 
plants is not an integral part of

when complete registrations are 
tabulated, will amount to 215,000. 
This estimate is slightly less than 
the May, 1934, total when 219,163 
just preceding the unusual year, 
units were registered. The slump 
in sales is seasonal and shows 
that the trend thus far in 1934 is 
toward an average of the years 
1933. 

Based on reports from 16 states, 
representing 18.68 per cent of the 
United States, the sales for June, 
1934, amounted to 41,414, as com- 
pared with June, 1933, when 32,571 
passenger cars were registered, 
and with the May, 1934, figure of 
44,259. The June total is, there- 
fore, 27.15 per cent greater than 
the figure for June of last year, 
and 6.43 per cent less than the 
previous month of 1934. 

Truck sales show the same ten- 
dency towards decreases during 
the month of June, 1934, as do 
passenger car sales, according to 
the 16 states reporting to Polk 
this week. These 16 states repre- 
sent 24.61 per cent of the country.

the marketing provisions of the 
code. 

The petition does not in any 
way charge that manufacturers 
have failed to co-operate with 
code authorities nor does _ it 
criticize the NADA for failure 
to attempt to obtain manufac- 
turer co-operation. Rather it is 
designed as a vote of confidence 
and an expression of the desires 
of the dealers which Vesper can 
present to factory chieftains. 

It is the hope of those sponsor- 
ing the movement to have all 
petitions signed and recorded by 
the 25th of this month. From 
our point of view we feel that 
dealers have nothing to lose in 
signing this petition and every- 
thing to gain if a verbal promise 
of support can be obtained from 
the manufacturers. We therefore 
urge you to sign this petition at 
once, if you feel it is justified, 
and return it at the earliest pos- 
sible date so that negotiations 
may be started. 


‘Avert Auto Mechanics 


Strike in Chicago 

Chicago, July 17.—A threatened 
strike of automobile mechanics, 
set for yesterday, was called off 
following a parley between rep- 
resentatives of the Chicago Auto- 
mobile Trade Assn. and the Auto 
Mechanics local, No. 701, in the 
offices of F. F. Bell, mediator for 
the Chicago regional labor board. 
An agreement was reached ami- 
cably on the question of wages 
and hours for employes in the 
shops of dealers. 

The agreement provides for 75 
cents an hour in the case of first 
class mechanics and 65 cents an 
hour for second class mechanics, 
‘with a minimum of 30 hours work 
per week for regular employes. 
At each shop a committee of 
three will decide in which class 
each mechanic belongs. The union 
acted for a claimed 1,600 of the 
5,000 employes of the trade under 
Section 7-A of the national re- 
covery act.

all times keep the official copies 
posted conspicuously and in suf- 
number to make them 
freely and conveniently accessible 
to all employes employed in such 
operations. 

Should you engage in opera- 
tions subject to the code in any 
additional shop, establishment or 
separate unit, you are required 
within ten days of so doing, to 
make a supplemental application 
to the State Advisory Committee, 
setting forth the full name of the 
enterprise, and the number and 
location of the additional units. 

Upon receipt of such applica- 
tion, the State Advisory Commit- 
tee will furnish each applicant 
with official copies relating to 
the code in question. 

No person shall display or post 
any incorrect copies of the pro- 
visions of any code or any modi- 
fication, exemption, exception, or 
stay relating thereto. 

The Administrator may remove 
all Blue Eagles from any person 
who fails to comply with these 
regulations. 

All persons are hereby informed 
that Section 10 (a) of the Na- 
tional Industrial Recovery Act 
prescribes a fine not to exceed 
five hundred dollars ($500) or im- 
prisonment not to exceed six (6) 
months, or both, for the violation 
of any rule or regulation pre- 
scribed under the authority of 
and pursuant to the provisions of 
the above described Executive 
Order. 

Dominion Act Tabled

in reasonable reach,” said Ted 
V. Rodgers, chairman of the na- 
tional code authority. 

“Assurances from all States are 
to the effect that non-registrants 
are being cited to the NRA com- 
pliance directors and that the 
latter are co-operating to the 
fullest extent in bringing about 
registration. Operators who are 
engaged in work wholly or partly 
financed by Federal funds are 
seeing the handwriting on the 
wall. They wilt lose their con- 
tracts unless they comply with 
the code. Many of the states, 
having local recovery acts, also 
are insisting that compliance is 
prerequisite’ to obtaining local 
jobs. Moreover, shippers, com- 
plying with the codes of their 
own industries, are insisting that 
truck men who work for them 
must abide by provisions of the 
trucking code.”

and are entitled to receive service 
to meet their immediate needs” 
and that “there is not a sufficient 
supply of automobile mechanics 
available to give ample 
service during this period without 
allowing for overtime work.” 


Southern Coach Co. 
Loses Utilities Battle 


Charlotte, N. C., July 17.—Cli- 
maxing a fight between the Char- 
lotte Motor Coaches, Inc., and the 
Southern Public Utilities Co., the 


city council of Charlotte, N. C., 
on July 11 voted unanimously to 
grant the Southern Public Utili- 
ties a franchise to establish an 
auxiliary bus service in conjunc- 
tion with its present street rail- 
way system.

same period in 1933, and that 
next year should bring double or 
treble the volume of this year. 

“While July and August have 
been generally considered only 
fair selling months, we feel that 
this condition is partially due to 
reduced selling effort on the part 
of both the dealer and the manu-

NASH GROUP NON-AFFILIATED MANUFACTURERS 
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Test Rail’s Right 
To Run Trucks 
Without License 


Richmond, Va., July 17 (UTPS). 
—A long-standing litigation in- 
volving the question of a rail- 
road’s right to operate trucks 
without paying a state license to 
do so was aired recently in the 
Portsmouth, Va., police court. 
The case had been continued sev- 
eral times in order to allow each 
side to prepare briefs. 

The defendant was R. E. Ben- 
nett, an automobile truck driver 
for the Seaboard Air Line rail- 
road. The charge placed against 
Bennett was violation of Sub- 
Section 1, Chapter 342, of the Acts 
of the General Assembly of 1932. 

J. W. Topping contended that 
automobile registration is a safety 
measure and that use of the high- 
ways is a privilege, not a right, 
and that should the sections of 
the statute covering the case be 
construed as giving railroads a 
special exemption from automo- 
bile license feets, the State itself 
would be violating the 14th 
amendment of the Federal con- 
stitution. 

J. F. Wright, general solicitor 
for the Seaboard Air Line Rail- 
road, replied mainly upon Sec- 
tion 177, which says that every 
railroad and canal company shall 
pay a franchise levy and other 
specified levies in lieu of all other 
taxes or license. 

Following the hearing, the case 
was taken under advisement.

Reo Wins Decision 
In U. S. District Court 


Lansing, Mich., July 17.—The 
United States district court of 
Oregon has just held that no 
automobile service station may 
use the name of a manufacturer 
in any way unless so authorized 
by the manufacturer. The case 
was that of the Reo Motor Car 
Co. against Lloyd Stalecup and 
Forrest L. Ross, doing business 
under the name of Triangle Reo 
Service in Portland. 

The court’s decree “forever and 
perpetually enjoined the defend- 
ants from using or attempting 
to use the word “Reo” in any way 
that would give the public the 
understanding that the defend- 
ant was an _ authorized Reo 
dealer.”

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the product turned out by the 
member of the industry operating 
such a plant, then said member 
must operate the printing plant 
in conformity with the labor pro- 
visions, insofar as wages and 
hours are concerned, of the 
Graphic Arts Code as established 
by the regional code authority of 
that code having jurisdiction at 
the point where the printing plant 
is located.

Win Favor with 
Truck Code Men 


Chicago, July 17.—The question 
of establishing rates for the 
trucking industry under the code 
engrossed code authorities from 
seven middle western states who 
attended meetings here at the 
Stevens Hotel over the week-end. 


As a result of much heated dis- 
cussion on the subject the fore- 
cast was made that the national 
code authority would favor an 
elastic rate structure to be filed. 
by truck owners based on the 
cost of operation rather than an 
arbitrary schedule issued by the 
code. It was also predicted that 
these rate schedules, when filed, 
will be leveled by the code au- 
thorities, with use of the cost 
formula as a means of measure- 
ment, 

Present at the sessions and 
participating in the deliberations 
were Ted V. Rodgers, chairman 
of the national code authority; 
Cc. F. Jackson, rate expert, and 
Frank C. Schmidt, also of the 
national code authority. 

Speaking at length on the 
status of registration, Rodgers 
declared that the various states 
were going ahead with their 
plans for election of permanent 
code authorities, although several 
have asked for postponement. 

A recommendation was pro- 
posed that one vote be allowed at 
the code elections for each $3 fee 
paid, Another proposal made 
was that voting be permitted both 
by individual firms and vehicle 
owners in those states in which 
they are registered. 

July 23 was set as the date for 
the Illinois state convention to 
elect permanent code authorities. 
The meeting will be held at 
Chicago.
